Canal traffic up slightly over 2010

PORT COLBORNE - Vessel 
traffic through the Welland 
Canal is up 3% compared to 
last year, reports St. Lawrence 
Seaway Management Corp. 

Spokesman Andrew 
Bogora said total vessel tran¬ 
sits through the canal at the 
end of October numbered 
2,794. That includes lakers 
and saltwater vessels, com¬ 
monly known as salties. 

At the end of October, a 
total of 3,276 vessels transited 
through the St. Lawrence 
Seaway system, which 
extends from Montreal to 
mid-Lake Erie. That’s up from 
3,040 during the same time 
period in 2010. 

“We’ve seen an 11% 
increase in the number of 
lakers in system and a 25% 
decrease in the number of 

Bogora said the decrease 
in salties can be attributed to 
a couple of different factors. 

Whether the salties come into 
the seaway system is heavily 
influenced by cargo rates they 
can earn across the world, he 
said. 

“Opportunities may be 
stronger in other jurisdictions 
and they’d be less inclined to 
come here. The cargoes avail¬ 
able would certainly have a 
pronounced impact, as well.” 

Cargo carried by both 
lakers and salties through 
the Great Lakes and seaway 
system include grain, corn, 
iron ore, steel, coal, salt and

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Take care, be aware 


I n light of a tragic crash at the beginning of November, 
Wainfleet will be looking for signage to alert people of 
active farm areas in Wainfleet. 

Aid. Richard Dykstra raised the issue at a recent council 
meeting, saying people need to be aware of farming areas 
throughout the township. 

The incident that sparked the concern was when a 38-year- 
old Selkirk, Ont., woman died after her van collided with the 
rear end of a combine on Forks Rd. 

While Forks Rd. is posted 80 km/h, most people routinely 
travel in excess of the posted limit and that can compound 
problems. Even traveling at the speed limit, drivers will find 
themselves coming up on slow moving farm vehicles very 
quickly. 

When the crash took place, many farmers across the 
township were out in the fields bringing in the harvest while 
the weather was good. 

Large farm vehicles, like combines, do not travel very fast 
and are very large, often filling the lane they are in completely. 

At times those farm vehicles can be hauling trailers full of 
crops, making them longer. 

Most Wainfleet residents are aware of tractors, combines 
and other farm vehicles that travel the municipal and regional 
roads in the township. 

People passing through may not be aware of the vehicles, 
and so Dykstra's request, which came as a result of a resident 
raising a concern, is especially important on the regional 
roads, where speeds are higher. 

In addition to Forks Rd., other roads that could be a concern 
include Regional Rds. 24 and 27. Hwy. 3 could also be a 
concern, but that road is controlled by the province and while 
the township will make a request of the region for signs on its 
roads, we believe it should also make the same request of the 
province. 

It would be a smart request, especially if it could prevent 
another tragedy.

Santa Claus will make a couple of stops in Wainfleet and 
Port Colborne this weekend. 

He'll be in Wainfleet in the arena’s Moore Room on 
Saturday for breakfast with the Wainfleet Ratepayers 
Association.

And we encourage people to get 
out and visit all of the places and events Santa will be at.

A nother year has gonebyandonce

from Christmas. The signs are all around 
us. Christmas music and decorations 
in the malls, and we actually put our 
Christmas tree up much earlier than usual 
because our daughter wanted to. That was 
a good enough reason. 

There’s one other sign of the season 


that I’ve come to expect - once again 
we’re hearing the plea to “Keep Christ in 
Christmas.” Maybe it’s time to let that go. 

Of course I understand the sentiment. 
Christ is central to my life and to my 
faith. Without Christ, my faith would 
be nothing and Christmas would be 
nothing, but I still think we need to move 
on. The reality of our world is that there 
are two separate and distinct Christmas 
celebrations. There’s the Christian 
Christmas which celebrates as it should 


the birth of Jesus, who came to us as 
God in the Flesh, who throughout his life 
revealed God's ways and God's will to us, 
and who ultimately lived and died and 
was resurrected for the world - part of the 
ministry of reconciliation he undertook, 
as throughout his life (from the manger 
to the cross to the empty tomb) “God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world to himself” 
As Christians, we celebrate this amazing 
display of divine love for us all, and we 
proclaim the love of God revealed by 
Christ, and we invite others to share in our

celebration of it. That's what Christmas 
is all about from a Christian perspective. 
That’s what we Christians celebrate; that’s 
what we should never forget 

But whether we like it or not, there’s 
another Christmas. There’s the secular 
Christmas. The secular Christmas doesn’t 
revolve around Christ It revolves around 
the image of Santa Claus and is marked 
by an orgy of consumer-spending and 
gift-giving. And - in all honesty - it’s fun. 

If sometimes the world gets a bit silly with 
“Happy Holidays” rather than "Merry 
Christmas,” I don’t really care. I’ll happily 
say “Marry Christmas” and leave it to 
others to decide what sort of greeting they 
want to offer. I’m not sure I get the angst 
felt by so many Christians about whether 
WalMart greeters say “Merry Christmas” 
or whether aschoolhasa "Winter 
celebration” rather than a Christmas 
pageant 

It really isn’t the job of the world to 
keep Christ in Christmas, you know. 
That's the church’s job. That’s our job as 
Christians. The whole “Keep Christ in 
Christmas” movement seems to me to 
be based largely on nostalgia for bygone 
days when Christian faith was the centre 
of everything. Those days are over. The 
church and die faith are increasingly 
on the periphery of society. Rather 
than lamenting the loss of past glory, as 
Christians we need to seize the present 
- even with all its challenges - and figure 
out how to move forward. The wistful 
lament “Keep Christ in Christmas” really 
doesn't do that

Contamination report expected 'any day now’ 


PORT COLBORNE - Another 
extension might be needed in order 
for the public to comment on the 
community-based risk assessment 
of contaminated lands on Port 
Colbome’s east side. 

Dan Aquilina, the city’s plan¬ 
ning and development director, 
said he “expects any day now” for 
information to arrive from Watters 
Environmental Group in relation 
to the CBRA process conducted on 


historic land contamination linked 
to the Vale nickel refinery. 

The public has until Friday to 
comment on the material upon 
review. However, the deadline may 
be extended because the City of Port 
Colborne and the Ministry of the 
Environment have not received a 
report from Watters Environmental 
Group president Robert Watters 
along with laboratory reports out¬ 
lining contamination in soil levels. 

“We are waiting on the verifica¬ 
tion of the lab reports," Aquilina 
said. “The public is given one month 


to comment once the information is 
received then it is submitted (to the 
MOE). Without all the information 
the public cannot comment." 

Watters Environmental Group is 
the consulting group hired by the 
city to conduct the quality assur¬ 
ance and quality control report of 
the contaminated soil. 

Resident Diana Wiggins had 
requested the extension to com¬ 
ment. Heavily involved in the CBRA 
process, Wiggins said it has been 
frustrating to residents who had vol¬ 
unteered their time towards the pro¬

cess to not receive the information. 

Wiggins said the CBRA work had 
determined the quality level of soil. 
She had hoped to receive Watters 
Environmental Group’s report to 
compare results before commenting 
on the MOE report. 

“We need both analysis com¬ 
parisons in order to write a report,” 
Wiggins said. "It's a key component 
for us.” 

Wiggins said there have been 
many delays since 2003 to get the 
lab report from the consultants. 
Wiggins doesn’t understand why it 
has been so “long and drawn out.” 

Last year, the city’s public liaison 
committee (PLC) released a draft 
CBRA report on contaminated soil 
in Port Colborne. The report chroni¬ 
cled 10 years worth of investigation. 

The PLC was formed after a 
study released by the MOE iden¬ 
tified negative effects of chemi¬ 
cals — nickel, copper, arsenic and 
cobalt — released from the former 
Inco plant’s smokestacks when it 
operated between 1918 and 1984.

Dry Skin 

At this time of year patients are starting to complain about dry skin. Dry 
skin management often involves some trial and error of different products, 
but there are some general rules everyone can follow to help manage 
symptoms. 

Dry skin occurs when oils in the skin are lost and water that is normally 
in the skin is able to escape. When bathing or showering it is important to 
use lukewarm water as opposed to hot water. Hot water can cause more 
oil to be lost from the skin and cause itching and dryness. Soap should be 
used only for groin, underarms, and feet. Other moisturizing body washes 
can be used for the rest of the body. After showering or bathing apply a 
moisturizer to help retain some of the moisture from the shower. 

There are many different types of moisturizers. Depending on the 
ingredients they have separate functions. Some ingredients can hydrate 
and soften the skin. Others provide a barrier to prevent water loss, and 
others help to draw water to the top layer of the skin. Depending on what 
combination of ingredients are used there are four classes of moisturizers. 
There are ointments, oils, creams, and lotions. 

Examples of ointment moisturizers include Aquaphor, and Vaseline. These 
moisturizers can be greasy and only a small amount is needed. They would 
be useful for someone with very dry hands. They can be applied at night 
under cotton gloves. 

An example of an oil moisturizer would be baby oil. Again, only a small 
amount is needed. It is not a good idea to add these to the bath because 
they can make the tub very slippery. As well they can cause yeast infections 
when added to bath water. 

An example of a cream moisturizer would be Cetaphil moisturizing cream. 


skin. Cetaphil specializes in products that won’t cause acne and are safe 
for people with allergies. 

Lotions are the least greasy; however, they sometimes contain alcohol and 
can be drying. An example would be Nivea body lotion. Read the label on 
the back of the lotion. You may want to avoid those that contain alcohol. 

In general, most moisturizers need to be applied several times throughout 
the day. 

Our cold dry climate leads to many complaints about dry skin. Luckily, 
there are many products on the market than can help even the worst 
sufferers. If you are not sure about what is right for you, you may need to 
ask for some professional advice.

Fatal crash triggers request for farm vehicle signs

WAINFLEET - In light of a 
tragic crash at the beginning 
of the month, Aid. Richard 
Dykstra is looking for signage 
to alert people of active farm 
areas in Wainfleet 

“The big thing is educa¬ 
tion ... a sign that says this is 
an active farm area,” Dykstra 


said, adding a resident brought 
forward concerns after the 
collision. 

On Nov. 1, a 38-year-old 
Selkirk, Ont., woman died 
when her van collided with 
the rear end of a combine on 
Forks Rd. Both vehicles were 
travelling westbound at the 
time of the collision, which was 
shortly after 7 p.m. Two boys in 
the van, aged 10 and 13, were 


injured, as was the driver of 
the combine, a 49-year-old 
Wainfleet man. 

Dykstra, who lives on Forks 
Rd., asked what options the 
township has for signage for 
Forks Rd., which is a regional 

Mayor April Jeffs and 
director of operations Greg 
Wuisman both said Niagara 
Region has its own sign shop 


and could make whatever 
design Wainfleet requested. 

Wuisman said regional staff 
would have to approve any 
signs for Forks Rd. 

Aid. Ted Hessels said 
Haldimand County has large¬ 
sized signs warning of slow- 
moving vehicles. 

Hessels feels the signs would 
be needed only for regional 
roads in the township. 


"I don’t think municipal 
roads would be a problem.... 
It’s the high-traffic roads that 
are the problem," said Hessels, 
adding residents in the town¬ 
ship are aware of farm vehicles 
travelling slowly during various 
harvest times. 

While Forks Rd. is posted 
80 km/h, people routinely 
speed down the stretch 
between Hwy. 58 and Hwy. 3 


at Chambers Corners. Other 
roads that could be a concern 
include Regional Rds. 24 and 
27. 

Jeffs said she and Wuisman 
will meet with Joe Cousins, 
Niagara' Region’s transporta¬ 
tion services division director, 
to discuss the sign issue and 
figure out what can be placed 
on the regional roads in the 
township.

PortColborne budget talks 
start with 4.46% tax hike

PORT COLBORNE — A 
4.46% tax levy increase was 
the jumping-off point for 
Port Colborne’s 2012 budget 
deliberations, which began 
last Wednesday night. 

A draft 2012 budget was 
presented by staff to council 
containing a 4.46% increase 
to taxpayers — though it’s still 
early in the budgetary process 
and numbers are expected to 
fluctuate. 

Councillors spent the 
evening going through the 
budget package and review¬ 
ing both operations and capi¬ 
tal costs. 

Included in the draft 
budget is $30,000 for the new 
health and wellness centre 
for operating costs city staff 
expect to incur when the new 
facility is commissioned in 
October or November. 

The funds will cover the 
transition period between 
when the new facility is 


openedand

The goal is to offer a “robust 
menu of activities” that 
cannot be found anywhere 
else in the region, said Mayor 
Vance Badawey. The more 
programs that are available, 
the more likely the centre 
will be booked solid once it's 
opened, said chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Bob Heil. 

And having the facility 
booked will result in less cost 
to taxpayers through user 
fees, he added. 

“It’s better to start before 
hand than when we’ re open 
and running.” 

Though details on the cen¬ 
tre’s grand opening have yet 
to be decided, Senese said it 
will be done at minimal cost 
with no addition for the event 
needed in the 2012 budget.

Changes were, however, 
recommended for the 
tax levy to fund one-time 
request initiatives.

Chemicals help cleanup

WAINFLEET - Chemicals 
will be injected into the 
ground around former town¬ 
ship fuel tanks to help clean 
up 200 tonnes of contami¬ 
nated soil at its public works 

It will cost about $10,000 
and the method — known 
technically as in-situ chemi¬ 
cal oxidation — isn’t 100% 
guaranteed to remove all of 
the petroleum hydrocarbons 
left behind from years of gas¬ 
oline and diesel fuel seeping 
into the soil. 

The contaminated soil was 
discovered after fuel tanks 
were replaced with new ones, 
and was not unexpected. 

Under current environ¬ 
mental regulations, there is 
no obligation to remove the 
soil because the use of the 
facility is not changing, but 
the township will go ahead 
with the cleanup. 

Operations director Greg 
Wuisman said there is a risk 
with chemical injection that 


not all of the hydrocarbons 
will be oxidized (decompose), 
but talking with consultants 
and based on his own experi¬ 
ence, the method will have 
an 80% success rate. 

“If we don’t achieve full 
oxidization, we’ll achieve 
partial,” Wuisman said at last 
Tuesday night’s township 
council meeting. 

“The oxidant is oxygen- 
based and will remain neu¬ 
tral," he said. 

Whatever hydrocarbons 
are not decomposed by 
the chemical injection will 
remain in the ground. 

“Diesel and gas hydrocar¬ 
bons will dissipate in many, 
many centuries,” he said. 

Wuisman said followup 
testing will be done by a con¬ 
sultant and a confirmation 
report stating the cleanup 
was done will be sent to the 
Environment Ministry. He 
said the followup testing wiU 
also let the township know 
what is left in the ground. 

There was no word on 
when the chemical injection 
will take place. 


Toy Dogs of Group 5: Toy Spaniels

DOG’S LIFE 


T hree of our toy breeds 
are spaniel type dogs 
in a small package. Although 
these litde dogs were never 
meant to hunt like the larger 
spaniels, they have a spaniel 
look about them. They are 
the English Toy Spaniel, the 
Cavalier King Charles Spaniel 
and the Japanese Spaniel. 

All of these breeds were 
favourites of kings, royals and 
the rich of past times. 

The English Toy Spaniel 
weighs from nine to 12 
pounds and he was originally 
called the King Charles 
Spaniel. He was the favourite 
breed of King Charles of 
England. It is said that the 
king liked to have up to 15 of 
these litde dogs sleep on the 


bed with him every night. 
They have an oriental look 
with their cute pushed in 
noses and chubby cheeks. So 
it is believed that they had a 
Chinese origin back centuries 
ago. To avoid confusion with 
the Cavalier King Charles 
Spaniel that was becoming 
more popular, it was decided 
to change the King Charles 
Spaniel to the English Toy 
Spaniel as he is known today. 
Queen Mary of Scodand 
loved this breed and took 
some back to Scodand. It is 
said that her most favourite 
dogs followed her up the 
scaffold and remained by 
her side to the time of her 
execution. 

The Cavalier King Charles 
Spaniel is a litde larger in 
size than the English Toy 
Spaniel and usually weighs 
between 12 and 18 lbs. They 
were developed from the 
English Toy Spaniels and 
other breeds to create this 
dog. They have a very cute 
spaniel look with a sweet 


face not the oriental look. 
They have long spaniel ears 
and long silky hair. Because 
BCing Charles was known as 
the Cavalier King, these dogs 
were named the Cavalier 
King Charles Spaniel after 
him. With the King Charles 
Spaniel as a breed it became 
too confusing have two 
breeds of dogs with names so 
close. The name change for 
the older breed made it much 
easier to know which breed 
was which. The Cavalier 
became very popular 
everywhere with their 
sweet, gende, affectionate 
personality. They are playful 
yet fearless litde dogs even 
today. The breed was known 
as the “comfort" lap dog. 

The Japanese Spaniel or 
Japanese Chin is believed 
to have started from the 
ancient Tibetan Spaniels 
of Tibet. Given as gifts by 
the monks, they moved on 
to China Again as gifts, they 
moved on to Japan where they 
were the favourite toy breed 


of that country. Tb be correct, 
he must have an oriental look 
like the Pug, Peke or Tibetan 
Spaniel. Commodore Perry 
accepted several of these litde 
dogs as gifts from the Emperor 
of Japan in the 1800s. Two 
ofthesedogshe gave as gifts 
to Queen Victoria and the 
rest of the dogs came to the 
U.SA. The breed was almost 
wiped outbyadisease called 
Distemper in the the early 
1900’s. 

Thankfully, some of the 
Japanese Spaniels managed to 
survive and the breed is alive 
and well today. Distemper is 
also still around today but the 
yearly vaccinations prevent 
our dogs from getting this 
disease. 

In China on old Chinese 
pottery, paintings, 
embroideries and temple 
paintings show what is 
believed to be the Japanese 
Spaniels in the everyday life 
at that time.

According to the University of British Columbia Medical School, vanadium 
alone will replace insulin in adult onset diabetics, which represent 85% of all diabetics. Of course they can’t quit their insulin cold turkey. It takes at 
least 4 to 6 months for most people to slowly wean off of insulin, if they are taking in adequate amounts of chromium and vanadium. Diabetes is 
a disease of leptin signaling and insulin storage not a disease of blood sugar though it does raise blood sugar levels. ■
